Summary of Metws from the Far Gast. 
JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

The dates by this mail are to the 16th Sept. ; v¢a@ San Fran- 
cisco dates of 29th will be delivered on the 12th inst. The fol- 
lowing has been telegraphed to the New York papers :— 

The arrangements for diplomatic missions have been slightly 
changed. Nyene Kagronon goes to London instead of Paris. 
Aiki Singo, formerly Chargé d’Affairs at Berlin, is promoted to 
the rank of Envoy. Yosida goes to Washington. 

The French Government at present takes the lead in pushing 
the demand for the opening of the entire Empire. 

The Mikado gave a breakfast on the 22nd to all foreign diplo- 
mats at his own residence. This was the first entertainment at 
which the Sovereign has freely mingled with foreign guests and 
received them at his table. 

The largest review of troops yet seen in Yedo took place on 
the 19th, in one of the suburbs of Yedo, Some 10,000 infantry, 
artillery, and cavalry were inspected by the Mikado and his 
uncle, Fuesini no Miejo, who has been raised to the rank of 

eneral in the army, and in case of hostilities with China is to 
appointed to the chief command. 

Chili has sent to Japan requesting contributions to the Inter- 
national Exposition to be held there in 1575. 





CHINA.

PEKING, 

An Imperial edict decrees the degradation of the Prince of 
Kung, by deprivation of his Imperial Princedom with heredita 
succession. ‘The following is a translation of the edict, whic 
appears in the Peking Gazette of the 10th Sept.:— 

A Decree in the Vermilion [Pencil.] Be it made known to all the 
Princes and Ministers in the Court that from the time when we a;- 
sumed the government on the 26th day of the first moon of last yoar 
(23rd February, 1$73,) until now, whenever speech has been held by us 
with the Prince of Kung, his language has been marked by manifold 
shortcomings of decorum. We ordain that as a special act of grace 
(for his punishment] there be substituted deprivation of his ord 
Princedom with hereditary succession fur ever, aud that he be redue d 
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to the rank of secondary Prince (Kun Wang) instead of still continuing 
to do duty in the Grand Council. Let also Tsai-ch’eng (eldest son of 
the Prince of Kung) be stripped of his rank as Beiluh Kun Wang, as & 
punishment and admonition. _ e 

In the present juncture of Chinese politics, the announcement 
will be received with no slight surprise ; and whether it has or 
has not any significance in connection with the negotiations be- 
tween the Tsung-li Yamen, of which Prince Kung is chief, and 
the Japanese Minister and Envoy Extraordinary, the time chosen 
by the Emperor to proclaim that he has fallen out with his chief 
counsellor and nearest relative would appear to be particularly 
inopportune. We are told that the matter is the subject of a 

t deal of comment among the Chinese at the Capital, and the 
incident is one which cannot fail to produce some sensation 1n 
the provinces. 

So far as foreigners are concerned, the Imperial treatment of 
the head of the Tsung-li Yamén will probably make no differ- 
ence. If it should diminish the Prince’s influence as an interme- 
diary between the Representatives of Foreign Powers and the 
Throne it should also have the good result of leading to more 
frequent audience of the Emperor himself, and of dispelling 
somewhat the seclusion in which his Majesty rules. It is, how- 


ever, startling to find a Prince of the blood royal the confidential 


adviser of the Throne, and a man believed to possess remarkable 
administrative talent, which he has exercised consistently for the 
benefit of the dynasty, degraded in this peremptory manner. 

On the 30th August an audience was given to the Belgian 
Envoy in the building called the Tsze-kwang-ko, now known to 
the outer world as the hall where Imperial audience is given to 
the Foreign Ministers. 


TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as fol- 
OWS :— 
The Japanese Embassy left for Peking on the 6th Sept., after 
a rather uneventful but not uninteresting stay of sia days. The 

rotracted stay of the Amhassadur at this place encouraged the 

lief that negotiations would be entered into between his Ex- 
cellency and Li Hung-chang. The latter has been represented as 
desiring an opportunity to discuss the vexed question with the 
Ambassador. So the interchanges and interviews which were 
expected to take place between them were naturally awaited 
with the liveliest anticipations on the part of the outside public. 
The interested outside public were, however, doomed to disap- 
pointment. Nothing whatever, so far as I can learn, passed be- 
tween them. I doubt whether any single event since the occu- 
pation of Tientsin by the allied army in 1860 has awakened 
such a profound and universal feeling amongst the officials of 
this province as the advent of the present Embassy from Japan. 
Whatever may be the result of the present mission it will con- 
tinue to attract an increasing public interest until the final solu- 
tion of the present dithculties is attained. 

The U.S.S. :lshuelot arrived here on the 9th Sept. from Naga- 
saki, and is to remain during the winter. The Ashwlot brings 
an American astronomical party to observe the transit of Venus 
in North-China. 

Woo Tung-ling, the head executive of the Southern Chinese 
forces in Chibli, died on the lst Sept. He was much trusted by 
Li Hung-chang in regard to the management of the troops. 

The weather still keeps hot during the daytime, and the wind 
is variable. We have escaped all tloods this year, and the crops 
so far have been gathered successfully. 


SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 20th Sept.; 
the P. and O. mail from London August 7 was recefved on the 


19th Sept. The following summary of news is from the Worth 
China Herald :— 


Shanghai was visited on the morning of the 14th Sept. witha 
succession of heavy storms of rain, accompanied by thunder and 
lightning. Many of the low lying thoroughfares were tempor- 
arily flooded, owing to the incapacity of the drains to carry off 
the unwonted downpour. There was no wind, and dense masses 
of black cloud hung over the Settlement throughout the day. 

“The only damage done, as far as we can ascertain, was that a 
Chinese house in Chili road was struck by lightning, and some 
mortar thrown down from the wall of a room in which several 
persons were assembled, fortunately without injuring them. 

_ The new Sugar Duty Regulations, to which we referred some 
tame ago, have been published. They seem to be very reasonable 
in themselves, but, as we have already remarked, are framed in 
the interest of the Canton and Swatow men engaved in the trade, 
the Northern men, who deal with foreigners, importing the 
article through them and re-exporting it, being excluded from 
the benefit of the reduced perceutage upon which duty is made 
payable, and of the drawback privileges which are held out in 
regulation four. The Northern men having offered the re- 
quired bond, it would not be taken, and they were told they 
should not buy from foreigners, but of the Southern Chinese, 
who import sugar. If the sugar is bought from a foreigner they 
are informed that the duty will be levied on the full number of 
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bags, instead of the percentage of 61'5. But the question has 
ees another aspect of even greater importance to foreigners. 
The chauo-fang, or defence tax, referred to in the regulations, 
and so rigidly levied on sage bore which enters or leaves the 
Settlements, is distinct from and additional to the letin, or war- 
tax, and is only levied in the Foreign Settlements, not in the 
City. Both are taxes instituted under exceptional circum. 
stances, and though’there may be sufficient reason at the present 
moment for their imposition, that will scarcely justify the fac, 
that since the rebellion they have never been relaxed. 
sugar duties illustrate forcibly the prohibitive nature of Chines, 
taxation. The export duty at Canton, import duty at Shanghaj 
lekin, chao-fang, and barrier dues, just double the cost of aj, 
of sugar by the time it reaches even a place so readily accessjhle 
as Soochow. 

The Shunpao reports that nothing has yet been done in the 
matter of the Woosung forts, the actual site not having been 
agreed on. One of the Arsenal mandarins recommends that a 
position inside the Bar should be taken for the purpose, as com- 
manding the entrance to the river and its navigation at a diff- 
cult point. The 7i-tuh, it is said, advocates the old position, be- 
low Woosung, which commands the mouth of the Yangtsze as 
well as the Whangpoo. Further conferences are to be held at 
Woosung before deciding on either situation ; and that havin 
been accomplished, the question of the material and design vill 
have to be gone into. 

Mr. Lueder, German Consul, left Shanghai for Amoy on the 
14th Sept., en vowte for his Consulate at Gaston, Mr. Annecke, 
late Charge d’Atfaires at Peking, having resumed his in 
Shanghai. Among recent passengers for Chefoo were H.B.M. 
Consul, Mr. Medhurst, and Mrs. Medhurst. Mr. Stronach takes 
charge of the Consulate during Mr. Medhurst’s absence, which 
will probably last a couple of weeks. 

Mr. Mowat has returned from Chefoo, and has resumed his 
duties as Deputy Chief .Tudge of H.B.M. Supreme Court. We 
are sure that in noticing Mr. Myburgh’s retirement from the 
position he has held during Mr. Mowat’s temporary absence we 
only express the general opinion when we say that, whether in 
chambers or on the bench, his discharge of the functions dele- 


gated to him has given every satisfaction. 


The application for leave to appeal made by the defendants in 


the case of L. J. Mullins, assignee on the estate of L. H. Stod- 


dard, v. Olyphant and Co., has been granted by the U.S. Consul- 
General. 


The Mih-ho-loong Hook and Ladder Company have added to 


their materiel a case of ‘surgical instruments and etceteras, likely 
to prove useful at fires when accidents of any sort are met with, 
whether by external injury or from the suffocating effects of 


smoke and steam. Past experience shows that the provision isa 
prudent one. 


We have to report the sad news of the death of a well-known 


and highly esteemed Missionary, the Rev. Dr. M. J. Knowlton, 


of Ningpo. For more than twenty years he has laboured faith- 


fully tospread knowledge, and especially the truths of Christianity, 


amongst the Chinese, and many of them feel that by his deat 


they have lost a friend. Dr. Knowlton has published several 


works in Chinese, though he is best known among Europeans as 
the author of “ The Foreign Missionary.” He was an easy, volu- 
minous, and thoughtful writer, and contributed to some of the 


best publications in China, besides writing regularly for more 


than one of the American periodicals, The sad event leaves a 
blank in the community at Ningpo which must be much felt and 
cannot soon be filled. 

A Ningpo correspondent writes urgently about the want of a 
gunboat at that port, while disaffection is abroad and menace 
are being directed against foreigners, 

The following items of intelligence are from the Budge ad 
News Letter :— 

Mr. Fawcett, of the Imperial Coast Lights Department, was 
brought before the Court of H.B.M. Consul at Chefoo on the 
9th Sept., on a charge of manslaughter, in connection with the 
shooting of a Chinaman near the works of the new light-house 
at the Shantung Promontory, about two months ago. It will be 
remembered that having been first taken as a prisoner before 
the native local magistrate and put in chains, the charge against 
him was afterwards tried before H.M.’s Consul at Chefoo and 4 
native magistrate, and he was released by the Consul, on the 
ground that there was not sufficient evidence to establish 4 
criminal charge. On his release he deemed it prudent to with- 
draw to Japan, but for some reason a warrant was sent after 
him, and he was brought back, and the charge above stated was 
brought against him. Mr. Mowat appeared as prosecutor, and 
after a lengthened hearing he was committed to take his trial 
for manslaughter. Mr. Hannen, of Shanghai, has been retained 
for the defence ; and the trial is likely to take place on the 21st 
Sept. 

t is said by those likely to be well informed on such matters, 
that the mutterings of murder against foreigners, of which we 
have heard much from the outports, are by no means unknow!l 
in the City and Settlement of Shanghai. No doubt, here and 
elsewhere these ill-omened threats have sprung from the rowdy 
portion of the Chinese population. e think, however, Woe 
time that our Foreign Representatives were taking & - 
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measures to place a larger protective Foreign force in accessible 
positions along our coast. 

A terrible thunderstorm occurred at Hankow on the 13th Sept. 
For a time the blackened heavens was illumined by almost 
continuous flashes and bolts of electric tire. The casualties which 
almost certainly occurred had not been reported when the 
steamer left. 


FOOCHOW. 

The following items are from the Foochow Herald:—We under- 
stand that his Excellency the Viceruy is about to start for Amoy, 
which place will become the temporary seat of the Provincial 
Government during the Formosan difliculty—An amusing story 
is told illustrative of the secrecy with which the Japanese are 
endeavouring to conduct the movements of their war vessels ; a 
Chinese gunboat fell in with a Japanese war vessel off the Pesca- 
dores. Where are you bound to? asked the captain of the first- 
named craft. Don’t know! was the reply. Where are you from { 
Don’t know.—We believe that there will be no difficulty in ob- 
taining the use of the Tartar Cawp as a race course during the 
ensuing season, notwithstanding the presence of a permanent 
encampment of 50U troops. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 26th September ;

We note that Mr. Newitt, who has for some time been acting 
with considerable success as superintendent of the Eastern Ex- 
tension Australasia and China Telegraph Company, has left 
per Legislator for Cape St. James, at which place he takes 
charge of the telegraph office. Mr. Newitt’s recent exertions in 
discovering the cable thieves entitle him to much praise, and we 
hope that his zeal and discretion ir that matter will obtain for 
him some substantial recognition on the part of his employers. 

The German barque Joachim Christian, which arrived here on 
the 2lst, has probably made the quickest passage from New- 
chwang on record for a sailing vessel, having left there on the 
evening of September 13, and arrived here at nine A.M, on the 
2ist. As Newchwang is some sixteen hundred miles distant 
from Hong Kong, she must have averaged over two hundred 
miles per day. This vessel left Hong Kong for Newchwang on 
the 23rd of August last, arrived there September 4, leaving on 
13th, and arriving here this morning, having made the round 
voyage in twenty-nine days. 

Captain Ward, lately master of the British barque Caroline 
Hutchings, recently wrecked on the coast of Formosa, returned 
to Hong Kong on the 19th in the JZuiloong from Takow. 
Captain Ward is accompanied by his wife, who, when the Curo- 
line Hutchings was driven ashore in the typhoon, was saved with 
difficulty by being dragged through the surf by a line thrown 
from the ship to the shore. The Nautical Court held at Takow 
to enquire into the circumstances of the wreck acquitted Captain 
Ward of all blame, and passed the highest encomiums upon his 
seamanship and the manner in which he handled his ship under 
very trying circumstances. 

The case of Prospero Beltrao, who was detained in custody on 
suspicion or being implicated in the Sutswma piracy, was again 
brought before Mr. May. The Captain Superintendent of Police 
stated that the Government had received a telegram to the effect 
that “ Her Majesty’s Government advised no power to remove 
Satsuma mutineers home for trial”; he could not therefore 
prosecute. Beltrao was therefore again set at liberty. 

We have paid a visit to the works of the Hong Kong lce Com- 

ny at East Point, and are glad to see that Mr. Bain is pushing 
orward his arrangements so as to be able to open his depot in 
town at an early date. Ice is already being made in consider- 
able quantities, and ere long Mr. Bain expects to be able to 
supply fully all demands that may be made upon his manufac- 
ture. The ice, which is made of pure filtered water, is turned 
out in slabs six feet six inches long, six feet wide, and at least 
six inches deep. The facilities promised by the company to the 
public of prone cheap ice in sufficiently small quantities will 

prove an appreciable boon, and we cordially wish Mr. Bain and 
is absent partner success in their enterprise. 

“he Independent Order of Good Templars in Hong Kong cele- 
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brated the first anniversary of the foundation of No. 1 in 
their lodge room in Queen’s-road East, on the evening of the 
11th inst. The commemoration was celebrated with vocal and 
instrumental music, and several addresses and recitations were 
delivered. 

The Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Com g 
steamer Powan arrived at the Company’s wharf on Safarday 
evening, the 12th, having on board more than one thousand 
Chinese passengers. The White Cloud has replaced the Spark 
on the Canton and Macao line. 

We are informed that a work which will constitute a complete 
guide to the City of Canton, its temples and sights, is in the 
press, and will shortly be published. The author is the Ven. 
Archdeacon Gray, whose long residence at and knowledge of the 
port should have peculiarly qualified him for the task he has 
undertaken. 

Jui Lin, Viceroy of Canton, is dead, and the event may have 
some slight effect on the fortunes of this colony. Long known 
for his favourable feeling to foreigners, Jui was one of the 
strongest opponents of the “Customs Blockade.” His views 
were, however, overruled at Peking, and he had no resource but 
ovedience to the orders of his superiors. 

The following items are from the Dudy Press :— 

Complaints have been made that a Sanitarium, which was 
erected in the Gap, and was understood to be for use of the gene- 
ral community, has been used exclusively for the Government 
ofticials. The subject was discussed somewhat sharply, and the 
Government, as they could not agree with the non-official mem- 
bers as to the regulations which should be framed, had adver- 
tised the building for sale by public auction. The question has, 
however, been set at rest for the time being by the typhoon, 
which has levelled the building. 

The Report of the Canton Insurance Company, for presenta- 
tion at the meeting of shareholders convened for the lst Oct. been 
isoued The accounts show an estimated balance of $144,473, 
allowing for all asverbainod losses and charges to date, against 
$165,225 at corresponding period last year. The sum of $250,000 
adyanced by the General Agents as reserve fund has been placed 
on deposit in the name of the Company in the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank. 

Captain Kistenmacher, of the American bark Kedar, with his 
crew arrived in two fishing-boats and reports the loss of his 
vessel on the 6th Sept., on his passage from ‘Lapuinmanon to this 
port. 

A case came before the Registrar-General in which certain 
Chinese were discovered unlawfully detaining native girls for the 
purpose of shipping them to San Francisco for illicit purposes. 
The parties were ordered to find security for good conduct in 
3500 each for six months, which, it is to be hoped, will have a 
deterrent effect, as this practice, which is most difficult to detect, 
has long been going on in the colony. | 

We learn that there has also been a most severe typhoon at 
Swatow, and the sea ran so high as to flood the Custom-House, 
which is three hundred yards inland, to such an extent as to 
damage the whole of the papers in the office. Serious injury has 
also been sustained in other directions. 


THE TYPHOON. 

A typhoon which, though of very short duration, has probabl 
proved the most destructive witnessed since 1862—if not exceed- 
ig it in that respect—swept over the island between the hours 
of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. of Sept. 22-23. At 7 p.m. the wind, which 
had been blowing freshly since six o’clock, began to come in 
puffs, which the experienced knew to herald an undoubted 
typhoon, the first heavy blast being felt at 7.30. From this 
time forward the blasts increased in intensity and frequency, 
the utmost force being reached about 2.30 a.m., when the great- 
est damage was inflicted. The China Mau gives the following 
account of the disaster :— 


Between 9 and 10 p.m. it was evident that a storm of more than 
average intensity was beginning to prevail. The sea was lashing the 
stones of the Praya Wall, and beginning, apparently in mere play, or as 
a preliminary effort of its strength and an earnest of its future perform- 
ances, to twist their granite masses about and up-heave them as 
though they were feathers. As early as half-past nine, as a few persons 
careless of the storm were on the way towards the theatre, they were 
hailed by « storm of plaster which flew from the cornices and facings of 
some of the hongs on the Praya. At the theatre the somewhat gloomy 
appearance of the representative of the troupe, the few chairs outside, 
and the absence of the usual throng of gossipers near the hall denoted 
clearly that the storm was beginning to be felt, and that none but the 
most devoted votaries of Thespis preferred the chance of being de- 
stroyed in a public assembly by the possible wind-compelled col- 
lapse of the City Hall, to that of being smothered in the ruins 
of their own houses, in the comforting company of their own 
families. But it was not till after the conclusion of the perform- 
ance, and the return of audience and actors to the disquiet of 
their homes or hotels, that the demon of the storm began in earnest 
his work of destruction. Soon after 2 a.M. he let loose a squall of 
appalling violence, which howled and whistled through the town, seek- 
ing every alley and bye-way, and leaving everywhere traces of its 
wanton spite. The atmosphere was principally composed of tile, brick- 
bats, jalousies, verandah beams, and foliage (where there were trees), 
an atmosphere somewhat difficult of ar eae 4 and heavier in its 
pressure than the usual atmospherio burden person has to bear 
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The shipping became quite uncontrollable. Sailing vessels despised 
such fragile or untenacious restraints as anchors and chain cables. 
Steamers even found that the power at their command was 
insufficient to save them from destruction. As time went on 
the storm gained in fierceness. Houses in the Chinese quarter 
were ‘blown back into their component parts. Men, women, 
and children were smothered in the debris. Junks in the harbour were 
capsized and sunk, many of them leaving no hitherto discovered trace, 
or were smashed to atoms by the drifting vessels which encountered them. 
Sign boards and even thef roofs of houses were borne about “o’ 








o’er sea 
and land like waftageof the air.” Calamity, ruin, and death ran riot and 
could not be restrained. The casualties which happened in harbour 
could not be alleviated by any assistance from the shore, and in the in- 
stances in which life was saved onshore it was often at the risk of lives 
more valuable than those which were prolonged. 

It was not till after morning dawn that it was ascertained how severe 
had been the loss both of property and life. Commencing with the 
Praya, of which we have as yet been able to make only a hurned 
survey, the bathing-house has put to sea for good, nothing but wreck- 
age now showing where it stood. In the Recreation Club’s boathouse, 
many of the racing four-oars and private boats have been destroyed, 
while the hull of what was one of Her Majesty's gun-boats obstrusively 
its stern on to the boat platform. At the bund bythe City Hall hasthrust 
commenced the destruction to the sea wall, which extends along its 
whole length to West Point. As on former occasions the huge masses 
of granite have been hurled by the titanic force of the stormn far inward, 
in some cases touching the front walls of the houses. But on this 
occasion even greater force than usual must have been exerted, inas- 
much as we notice in some instances that as many as five or six blocks 
still clamped together have been washed up in one huge mass. For 
practical purposes the Praya wall may be said to have almost disap- 
peared, while the earth has in some places been washed away so as to 
expose the gas and water mains and the telegraph wires, five or six of 
which combine in certain spots to trip up the unwary loiterer, whose 
eye3 are too fully occupied in contemplating the ruin around him to 
pick his steps. 

The Praya buildings have naturally suffered badly. The City Hall 
has, as usual, come to grief in the way of glass, in spite of all precau- 
tions ; and the north-east corner, devoted to the valuable oollvction of 
newspapers, was literally beaten in, the glass being in minute frag- 
ments, and the jalousies splintered to pieces. Many of the volumes, 
it is feared, are injured. Fortunately, the precautions taken with the 
main body of the library has saved the books from any damage. The 
front portico of light iron and granite is a simple ruin, blocking up in- 
gress, while the noble tree opposite, which was one of the glories of 
Queen’s-road, has been torn up by the roots, and lies a magnificent 
ruin across the way. The houses lining the Praya, from the City Hall 
to the clock-tower, appear mostly to have escaped with slight damages 
to plaster and glass, but west of Pedder’s Wharf the ruin inflicted is 
enormous. The town clock was stopped at 2.35, which we there- 
fore assume to have been the time when the heaviest gust 
came down. It is at all events certain that most of the worst da- 
mage was inflicted about that hour. To the foreign houses this was 
mostly slight, verandahs, shutters, and windows being smashed, but 
little damage being done to the houses themselves. With the Chinese 
tenements it was different. As the storm howled, and _hiased, and 
raged, whole stories were swept away in rapid succession. The two 
upper stories of Hoo-tye-loong’s store came down with a fearful crash, 
followed shortly after by the upper storey of another corner house, 
further west. The narrow and slight but lofty verandahs of the na- 
tive hongs tuwards Bonham Strand afforded ample material for the 
sportive fancies of the wind-god, and the whole Praya as far as the gas 
works is strewed with the wrecks of verandahs, boards, furniture, &c., 
in some places a foot deep. The amount of loss of life attending this 
destruction we have not yet ascertained. 

It was, of course, at the wharves and amongst the shipping that the 
most serious damage was done, and this, sad to say, has resulted in the 
known loss of very many lives. All the stone jettics and wooden piers 
along the Western Praya face are wrecks. Russell's wharf, Pedder’s 
wharf, Vogél Hagedorn’s wharf, the Steamboat Company’s pier, and 
Pacific Mail pier, &c., are all of them so injured as to require almost 
entire rebuilding. The most melancholy incidents of the night were 
the foundering of two steamers and three sailing vessels, the former 
with the loss, as is supposed, of some 100 lives, In addition to this, 
several vessels are reported ashore and dismasted. We subjoin a list 
of casualties below. The Spanish steamers Albay and Leonor sank 
bodily off Douglas Lapraik’s wharf. In the latter thirty-six out of 
forty-six were saved, but, sad to say, poor Capt. Echanique, who is 
reported to have behaved with great gallantry in trying to save others, 
is amongst those lost. His body was washed ashore this morning, and 
picked up in one of the Janes leading from the Praya to Queen’s- 
road. Kegarding the Albay nothing is known as to how many 
she had on board. It is said that she had ninety Chinese pas- 
sengers, besides officers and crew, but this needs confirmation. She 
arrived late last evening. and anchored in shore, the captain, it seems, 
allowing his fires to be extinguished. If true, he has paid dearly for 
the error. The Aldebaran, Maury and A. F. Vidal have been reported 
at their Consulate, sunk ; crews saved. The Charlotte Andrews is re- 
ported ashore at Green Island, the Lizzie H. is dismasted and grounded 
by Lapraik’s wharf, but has since floated off, and the Morning Light is 
dismasted. Twenty-five casualties, which refer only to injuries, not 
total loss, had been reported at the Harbour Master’s by noon. The 
Siamese vessels are said to have suffered greatly. We must not omit 
to notice one curious case of rescue. A young Chin-Chew Chinese 
swam, or more literally, was washed, [into the office of the German 
Consulate, where he was afforded shelter until morning. He was one 
of those on board the unfortunate Albay, but as yet no particulars have 
been got from him, owing to the want of an interpreter. Messrs. Jar- 
Soar steam launch, as also that of the P, and O. Company, has gone 
down. 


Thg damage toroads and houses throughout the city has been enor- 
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mous. Queen’s-road, Hollywood, Caine and Robinson-roads were im. 
passable from the trees which, uprooted or torn down, crossed them in 
every direction. Amongst well-known houses which have suffered we 
note that Government House is much injured in the roof. Sir John 
Smacl’s is more than half unroofed. ‘The Castle” has lost its verandahs 
and “Stonehenge” nearly all its glass. Ball’s Court, Mr. Ede’s house 
and others on the West-road have also suffered badly. Throughout the 
western portion of the town verandahs have been torn away in all di- 
rections, and at least half the trees which beautified the roads have 
been destroyed. The telegraph lines are all down throughout the js. 
land ; and still worse, the Gas Company's premises have sustained such 
damage that the supply will be cut off for a day or two. 

The Peak has suffered severely. The typhoon took off the roof and 
verandah of Mountain-lodge, the bachelors’ quarters and the Sani- 
tarlum being also unroofed. This happened about midnight. The 
Surveyor-general’s house is almost a ruin, Mr. Price having a narrow 
escape with his life. The Harbour-master’s ex-office, lately transferred 
to the Peak, is also minus its covering. The signal topmast and yard 
have taken their departure, and the lower mast is almost uprooted but 
still whole. The trees, croquet lawns, &c., are demolished, the stone 
seats even being displaced by the terrific force of the wind. 

Among the items of which we gleaned so many in our melancholy 
survey of the ruins we may briefly mention the following :—The 
Messageries Maritimes’ premises are much injured. The Ko Sing 
Theatre isa ruin. At 10 P.M. the roof of 52, 54, and 56, Hollywood- 
road fell in. By special providence and the intervention of some 
European gentlemen and the police seven lives were saved—192, 194, 
and 196 in the same street are totally ruined. Up to noon to-day 
orders for the interment of about forty bodies found drowned were 
issued by the coroner. In Upper Station-street occurred a fearful 
casualty. Several houses fell in, and many lives were lost. Six 
children were smothered in the ruins, Their remains showed few 
traces of injuries. H.M.S. Princess Charlotte and the Meanee both lost 
a considerable portion of their wood awnings. 

The Praya presents a most extraordinary appearance. It is covered 
with granite blocks from the sea wall, Chinamen, wreckage, filth from 
Chinese houses washed out by the sea, and rice, sugar, vermicelli, saila, 
sacks, aud all kinds of perishable merchandiso 1-id out todry. We 
must not forget the preserved fish, which is only preserved four a limited 
period, judging by the abominable odour which exhales from it, and 
assails the nose of the wayfarer persistently, along at least half-a-mile of 
the Praya. The London Mission House has suffered severely, many 
doors and windows being quite blown out, jambs and all. St. Joseph's 
R. C. Church is literally a ruin, being only a doorway and a heap of 
bricks. The Civil Hospital was so far unroofed as to require the re- 
moval of patients from the upper to the ground floor. Hour by hour 
evidence that the damage done is much worse than was supposed is 
eccumulating. The injuries to the Gas Works and mains were some- 
what extensive. The main pipe at Wanchai was broken by the destruc: 
tion of the bridge opposite Messrs. M‘Donald’s slip, and it was some 
hours before the leak was discovered. At the works the Superinten- 
dent’s house was partly unroofed, and the gable end of the house occu- 
pied by Mr. Donald was blown right down. The ladies residing in those 
buildings were compelled to take refuge in the engine-house. The fur- 
naces were submerged by seven feet of water. Considerable damage 
was done to the books and accounts in the office. A part of the Police 
Station is a wreck. The verandah overlooking Stanley-street and the 
Justices’ Room have been laid in ruins. We regret to learn that tele- 
graphic communication with Saigon has been stopped since the typhoon. 
The cable-house at Pokfoolum has been much injured by the sea, and 
most of its contents washed away. 

Amongst other casualities in the typhoon we regret to learn that the 
Hon. Mr. Alexander has had his foot somewhat severely injured by 
broken glass, being unable to move from Dr. O'Brien's house, whither 
he had been carried. In consequence of necessary repairs, the City 
Hall Library is closed tothe public. During the height of the typhoon 
two policemen were struggling along the Praya, at that time covered 
with furious waves. One of them in trying to climb over a heavy balk 
of timber, which was washed up near the wharf of Douglas Lapraik 
and Co., was caught by the wind and hurled into the boiling mass. He 
recovered his feet with difficulty, and may be said to have preserved 
his life at considerable risk. We have very great pleasure in drawing 
attention to the gallant conduct of Mr. George Taufer and his brother, 
the engineers of the Hong Kong Insurance engine. During the sinking 
of the Albay and Leonor, at the height of the typhoon, they most 
pluckily went to the rescue of the drowning men, and succeeded in 
saving some thirty-six lives. This is not tho first time Mr. Taufer haa 
thus distinguished himself, and we hope that the Government 
recommend him for the Royal Humane Society's medal. Although an 
American, Mr. Taufer will not probably object to receiving from Eng- 
lishmen a just recognition of his brave conduct. 

The damage done to property is fearful. Nearly every house has 
been more or less damaged, and the finest trees are blown down. 
Several Chinese houses have been levelled. The loss of native life is 
appalling. A rough estimate puts it at 1,009, and some 200 bodies 
have as yet been recovered, while numbers are still coming to shore. 
The Praya is actually offensive from the number of corpses. 

In the height of the tornado, as the steamers Albay and Leonor were 
foundering with their crews and passengers, an alarm of fire added to 
the horrors of the night. Happily the flames were soon extinguished 
by the fearful gusts of wind, or half the native town must have gone. 
Their extinction, however, is admitted by the members to have been 
more owing to the fury of the typhoon than to any exertions it wss 
possible to make with fire engines. Happily the danger was soon over. 

The Macao correspondent of the Mad writes as follows :— 

A most dreadful calamity has befallen this town. It is now a heap 
of ruins. Its beauty is gone, its prosperity checked, and deaolation 
everywhere. On the evening of the 22nd the appearance of the 
atmosphere and the indications of the barometer gave sure signs that 
something serious was brewing, and that a typhoon was to _be feared. 
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The wind was not strong, however, but the sea was high, and, although 
not yet tempestuous, there was a sound of awful menace in the moan 
with which it broke on the shore. The blowing of the wind steadily 
increased from the north quarter, and at midnight the inner harbour 
began to be ascene of destruction, the junks losing their moorings, 
striking each other and being smashed tw pieces. A Chinese gunboat 
capsized on this occasion with three Englishmen on board. In the town 
the roofs of the houses began to move, and tiles flew about like hail. 
Every moment the wind grew stronger, the barometer steadily falling. 
Suddenly the wind veered to the cast. Then the sea, which had been 
rising gradually, increased to an enormous wave, overleaping its usual 
limits, and struck in a body with tremendous force the whole course 
of the Praya Grande. The water rushed into the houses, the quays 
were destroyed, the large granite stones hurled about, the guns of the 
batteries dismounted and borne like feathers on the infuriated waves, 
and junks were smashed against the buildings. In less than an hour 
the work of destruction was sccomplished, every house was invaded by 
the water and battered down ; the spray flew over Government-house 
and the houses to the southern extremity of the Praya, which they re- 
duced to a shapeless heap of stone and brick. 

The desolation of the town now reached its aciné. The crash of falling 
houses, the screaming of the victims, people running to and fro in the 
streets pursued by the rushing water, the terrible roar of the wind and 
of the sea, all this was something awful to hear or see. Suddenly an 
ominous glare appeared in the heavens. Fires had broken out in dif- 
ferent parts of the town, and the flames, whipped on by the gales, 
rushed in horizontal streams over the largest squares, devouring the 
buildings that stood even at great distances in their direction. The 
lurid reverberation fof these fires striking from the flying clouds on the 
sky was repeated by the waters which invaded the doomed town in 
every direction. On this occasion the loss of life was fearful. People 
had only to choose their death by water, fire, or the shock of falling 
buildings, but death was everywhere. Many persons who were hidden 
in the furthest recesses of their houses found themselves suddenly 
involved by the flames and perished miserably. 

The China Mui gives the following particulars with reference 
to the damage to shipping wrought by the typhoon :— 

The loss in the way of ships, buildings, and roads is estimated ut 
over half a million of dollars, but further details may increase this 
estimate. Fourteen vessels were sunk in the harbour, four are ashore, 
fifteen dismasted or otherwise injured, while six are missing, and a vast 
number are leaking and require examining. Amongst the native craft 
more than one half have}been Jost. The following is the list of casual-

THE BLOCKADE OF HONG KONG. 

A very largely attended and influential meeting of the foreign resi- 
dents took place on Sept. 14, in the City Hall, for the purpose of con- 
sidering the blockade of Hong Kong by the Canton Customs cruisers.

The Hon. P. Ryrie proposed that Mr. H. Lowcock take the chair, and 
this proposition was passed by acclamation. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, said that he did not 
think he need make many remarks, as he perceived, from the large 
number who were present, that great interest was taken in the object 
of the meeting, and they were all as competent as himself to judge of 

it, and he had no doubt that they as fully recognised the necessity fcr

some steps being taken with regard to the action of the Customs, 
cruisers. If some measures were not speedily adopted, affairs would 
go on from bad to worse, as the Chinese would think we were power- 
less or too careless to prevent such encroachments. It was evident 
that if we did not help ourselves we should get very little help from 
elsewhere, and he therefore suggested that the meeting urge upon Her 
Majesty’s Government to take the necessary steps. He did not intend 
to enlarge upon what these encroachments were, as all were well 
aware of their character. There were three stations at which tolls 
were levied, and supervision was kept up over every craft 
which left this Colony. The Chinese were aided in levying 
the duties by gunboats and steam launches which were, contrary to 
lucal law, allowed to pass unmolested in and out of the harbour. In 
addition to this the Hoppo had established in this Colony an office for 
the collection of the tolls which vessels have to pay on passing the 
stations, and this was contrary to international law, and the whole was 
an interference in direct contravention of the letter from Her Majesty 
in 1841, opening the port to trade, to Sir Henry Pottinger’s proclama- 
tion the next year, and to the proclamation by the Chinese in 1849. 
Of course all that was done at the meeting would be taken intw ac- 
count by the Government, and would have due weight, as being the 
expression of opinion on the part of the public, and he hoped there- 
fore that the meeting would be conducted in a moderate manner, such 
as would induce a proper consideration of the question. He then 
called upon any gentleman who had a resolution to propose to put it 
before the meeting. 

Mr. Greig said he had to propose the firat of a series of resolutions 
with reference to the blockade of Hong Kong, and was glad tu notice 
that the matter had brought together a large concourse of people, the 
meeting being larger than any he had seen before in Hong Kong. The 
grievance was not one of yesterday, but was one of old standing, and 
there was no doubt they were now threatened with complete extinction 

| of the junk trade, the preservation of which was of great importance to 
the colony. He trusted the resolution would meet with approval, and 
that the Government would see the justice of all they complained of, 
and very soon take measures to suppress the evil. He moved the fol- 
lowing resvlution :— 


“That this meeting regards with feelings of amazement and alarm 
the organised invasion by the Hoppo of Canton of the freedom and 
| sanctuary of the port and harbour of Hong Kong.” 

Hon. J. Whittall said before that resolution was put to the meeting 
he should like to make a few remarks. When he signed the circular 
convening the meeting, he understood that they were to be called to- 
gether to obtain information and then express an opinion upon it. So 

: far there had been no information given, but only generalities, and he 
| should like something more definite before he joined in the passing of 
| the resolutions. He maintained that the Colony was not suffering from 
the blockade, that the Chinese had a perfect right to levy their duties, 
. that the trade of Hong Kong had improved, and was now as large as 
ever it was. If he was not mistaken, he believed also that the junk 
trade was improving, so much so that he understood it had been sug- 
' gested that the fees should be curtailed. When he read the resolu- 
tions which he had in his hand, he was afraid they contained statements 
, which could not be proved, and he thought before they took any 
| action in the matter they ought to see that they could substantiate 
| 


them. He hoped that some gentleman would explain how the Colony 
was suffering from this blockade, (Hear, hear, and applause.) 
Hon. |’. Ryrie said, in reply to the remarks which had just fallen 
from Mr. Whittall, he thought that gentleman had only to refer to the 
| Harbour-master’s last-published report and he would see that th> junk 
_ tonnage had fallen off In fact Mr. Thomsett had said that, consider- 
| ing the system of cruising which was carried on about the island, it 
Was surprising it kept up atall. The figures for last year were less 
than for the year previous, and as far as he knew they were likely to be 
less in the current year. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Welsh asked, if the Chinese trade had fallen off, how it was that 
the rental in Chinese towns had increased in some cases from $95 last 
year to $105 this year. It was the same all over the Colony, and if the 
trade was decreasing how could that fact exist ? 

Mr. Whittall said if no one else had anything to say he might state 
, his views with regard to the trade of the colony. The business of the 
firm with which he was connected was not a small one, and they had 
as good means of ascertaining what was going on as most people. 
Though he had been trying to ascertain if the trade was suffering, he 
had not had a single complaint on the subject from any of the legiti- 
mate dealers in shirtings. He knew quite well that squeezing was 
curricd on to a large extent in the country, but the blockade of this 
port, as it was called, had nothing to do with that. The Chinese were 
simply collecting duties which they were entitled to. When he him- 
_ self shipped things to Canton he had to pay these duties. Although 
small irregularities may have crept into this matter, it was not so bad 
| a8 it was represented to be. He might have been wrong in what he 
said about the Junk trade. Instead of its increasing it might be fall- 
. ing off, but if this were so there were other reasons which accounted 
_for that. With respect to the value of property in Hong Kong, 
| he had made sales of property within the last few weeks, 
-and had obtained more money for it than he had been able 
_to obtain within the last five years. The import trade here had 
_showna considerable excess of late, and stucks were now considerably 
_ less than they were at this time last year, so that he could not think 
the trade of Hong Kong was falling off. He repeated that the Chinese 
had a perfect right to levy their duties. They only did that, they did 
! not make the same junk pay duty a second time. Whena junk wished 
| to clear from this port she had only to get a permit stating what she 
was tnking away, and the duty was not levied until she reached the port 
to which she was destined. There was adeal said some time ago about 
a junk from Formosa that had been tampered with, but that junk was 
' not doing a legitimate business. Her object was to smuggle. A 
many Chinese in this Colony smuggled, and he was sure that the Hom) 
| Government never intended to encourage trade in this place at the ex- 
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pense of the Chinese Government. It was only after the war that many 
Chinese came and settled in Hong Kong, simply because they found what 
facilities there were for carrying on smuggling here. They made a re- 
quest, which he and others refused at the time, and that was that a 
consul should be appointed at Hong Kong. If that request had been 
acceded to, many of those things which were now complained of would 
not have taken place. He objected, however, to it, because the Chinese 
had not a custom-house, but when they found they could not collect 
their legitimate dues, they established custom-houses in their own 
waters, and they had done nothing more than they were entitled to do. 
They should not have a custom-house in Hong Kong, and he thought 
the Government would be to blame if they allowed it, but he did not 
understand why they should not see that a proper official, who repre- 
sented the Chinese Government, came and consulted with our authori- 
ties upon the matter. The trade of Hong Kong was not a bit worse 
than Shanghai, and there was no blockade there. ‘This alleged falling 
off in the trade in Houg Kong had nothing whatever to do witha 
blockade, and many of the Chinese merchants had said to him that they 
were perfectly satisfied with the present arrangement. It was a protec- 
tion to the honest merchants, and only a disadvantage to the dishonest 
ones. (Applause.) 

Mr. Karberg seconded the resolution, which, on being put, was car- 
ried by an overwhelming majority, only seven voting against it. 

Mr. Ryrie said the second resolution had been put into his hands to 
lay before the meeting. His remarks upon it would be very short in- 
deed, as it was well known that in other places he had strongly de- 

recated the blockade of Hong Kong. Whatever might have fallen 

m the gentleman who had spoken on the other side, he could only 
say that his opinion and information were totally the reverse. Not 
only had one Chinese dealer spoken to him of this matter, but several 
dozens had complained of the port being hampered in the way it was. 
Respecting what had been said about the demand that there was for 
Chinese property in Hong Kong, the reason which had always been 
given to him, and which he believed to be the correct one, was, that 
trade in the interior had been so bad, and capitalists were so chary of 
investing their money in the country, because they had so little con- 
fidence in their mandarins or their government, that they came to 
Hong Kong and bid against each other for the house property. They 
were quite content if they could only get a small interest, five percent , 
or even less than that, for their money, and were oontcut tv invest it 
in that way here, rather than put it in the native banks at Canton. 
With respect to the resolution which had been put in his hands, there 
had been a demand for facts with regard to it. He did not think any- 
one could deny the fact that stations existed outside the harbour, and 
he did not think anyone would deny that there wero Chinese gunboats 
in the harbour, because they were lying only some two hundred yards 
from where they were assembled. As regarded the smaller vexsels, he 
had seen with his own eyes steam launches pursuing them out of the 
limits. They lie in wait und watch the junks, taking caré not to 
board them in daylight when in our waters, but seize on them the mo- 
ment they are without the limits. The other day when coming from 
Canton he saw the same thing done by a Hankow boat which was com- 
manded by a European. This vessel lay very near the confines of the 
harbour ; and as the junks came out she followed them, came up with 
them, and then the gig boarded every junk. There could be no doubt 
about that. He would now say something about the gunboats gene- 
rally, a subject which some years since was taken notice of by the 
Chamber of Commerce, and several letters were written to more than 
one Consul on the matter. In all these letters they steadily avoided 
saying about the vessels for revenue purposes. They said they had 
sanctioned these vessels because they had been useful in putting down 
piracy. In one letter which he himself had from Mr. Hughes, that 
gentleman said that none of these gunboats were ever likely to be used 
to menace the trade of Macao or to go to that port. It was now 
known that they had blockaded Macao, and if they had done that, 
of course they would blockade Hong Kong. The great mistake 
which the Government of this Colony had made was in recog- 
nising these vessels as ships of war. On that plea they were 
allowed to enter the hurbour, and clear any hour of the day or night 
they pleased. That gave them an opportunity of doing whatever they 
wished. They might just as well be stationed in the harbour if this 
was permitted. It was distinctly laid down in the new harbour Ordi- 
nance that no vessel was to leave without anchor passes or permits. 
. Was it right that any vessel that chose to hoist a little bit of a red flag 
with a dragon painted ‘on it should be allowed to do whatever she liked 
in this harbour? He did not see why the Government of the colony 
should not legislate specially with regard to these vessels, and necessi- 
tate their observing some regulations. He did not think many of those 
yresenv supposed that these vessels were ships of war ; if they were 
ships of war, they behaved as ships of war behaved in no other port of 
the world. What would be said if an English man-of-war went into 
Havre, and the moment she saw an English vessel start, immediately 
followed her, boarded and squeezed her! Did they think the French 
Government would put up with that fora moment? Certainly not. 
They would say if these were the regulations respecting men-of-war 
they had better be altered. (Applause.) The harbour regulations here 
at present did not touch these Chinese vessels, and he thought the 
sooner they did so the better. (Applause.) He had no more to say, 
except that this was the only port in China where this sort of thing 
was carried on. One gentleman who had spoken referred to the port 
of Shanghai. There must be a lot of small places on the Yangtsze 
where smuggling could be carried on. Why, then, should they 
adopt the system of blockade here only. He did not think there 
was anything of the kind at Fuoochow, and though there were war 
vessels there they were not engaged in this sort of business. He then 
proposed the following resolution :— 


“That the establishment by the Hoppo of Canton of three stations 
at Foo-tow Moon, Capsing Moon, and Chun Chow, covering the ap- 
proaches to this harbour, and assisted by steam gun vessels, attended 
by armed steam launches, these latter being allowed contrary to the 
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harbour, at all hours of the day or night, in pursuit of junks, consti- 
tutes an effectual blockade, the evils of which are increasing every day 
and are manifested by a great diminution of the junk trade and conse. 
quent withdrawal of gencral business from the colony.” 


Mr. Welsh said tho resolution stated that the manner in which these 
launches went about the harbour was against the law of the colony. 
Would Mr. Ryrie move that the Government be asked to put the law 
into force. If he would do so, he (Mr. Welsh) would second him. 

Mr. Ryrie said ho denied the vessels were ships-of-war, or that they 
had a right to be considered as ships-of-war. 

Mr. J. F. Cordes seconded the resolution, which was ‘put, and carried 
with one dissentient. 

Mr. E. R. Belilios then proposed the following resolution :— 

That the levy and collection in Hong Kong, at an establishment 
open for the purpose, by the agent of the Hoppo, of toll upon the Har. 
bour Gates ; and the symstematic overhaul, in this behalf, of Chinese 
junks on nearing or departing from the port, by steam gun vessels, the 
Peng Chao Hai and others anchored opposite to stations in the East, 
West, and South passages, is a flagrant and unparalleled breach of 
international usage, alike unbearable by the inhabitants of this Colony, 
and injurious to Foreign and Native interests. 

He said he had very little to add to what had fallen from Mr. Ryrie, 
He thought no one would deny that the position of this Colony com- 
pared unfavourably with the treaty ports. They had had wars with 
China, and ports had beee opened, but these proceedings on the part of 
the Chinese had placed Hong Kong in a worse position than any of 
them, which he was sure the framers of the treaty never contemplated. 
He trusted that the proceedings which would ensue upon that meeting 
woulb be the means of causing measures to be taken to remedy the evil 
(applause). 

Mr. Welsh asked if the Chairman could tell him the difference be- 
tween the $4 on the junks, and the $2$ charged by the American Con- 
sul on American vessels ? 

The Chairman said he was sorry he could not, but he could not see 
how that affected the question now before the mecting. 

Mr. Welsh said it was a question of principle. The Consul levied 
$2} in Hong Kong, and he (Mr. Welsh) could not see what waa the 
difference. 

Mr. R. Walker held there was this difference, that the action of the 
Chinese amounted to an invasion of the independence of British terri- 
tory. He understood that that meeting had been called for the discus- 
sion of the cruiser question, and they came there with the full convic- 
tion that the facts of the case were already well known. However, 
the Harbour-master and the Chamber of Commerce were the author- 
ties in anything relating to the shipping and trade respectively of 
Hong Kong, and their statistics must be taken. (Applause.) No one 
objected to the Chinamen levying the revenue, and taking steps fur its 
proper collection, but such steps must not interfere with the jurisdic- 
tion of another power. Twenty years ago at home cruisers were 
employed, but they did not go into the English Channel and stop ves- 
sels. They had stations on shore which commanded a good view, and 
it was only where vessels committed a breach of the revenue laws that 
the coast guard cruisers seized upon them. Mr. Ryrie had given an 
illustration of what the feeling of the French Government would be if 
an English vessel levied duties on a ship coming from any of the ports 
on the coast of France. But he would bring the case closer home to 
the British Government. Close on the shore of France were the 
Channel Islands. ‘There the French language was spoken and the 
inhabitants were of French origin. What would England say if the 
French Government were to have n set of cruisers at one of the ports 
of these islands stopping every vessel going in. He need not go into 
the question of the depression of trade. Many causes had been at 
work to bring this about, but this meeting had decided that one ot 
these causes was the action of the cruisers outside. (Applause.) 

Mr. Hoppius seconded the resolution proposed by Mr. Belilios, which 


was carried unanimously. 
Mr. J. S. Lapraik proposed the next resolution as follows :— 


“That the proceedings of the Hoppo of Canton are in direct contra- 
vention of the letter of Her Majesty's invitation to trade at Hong 
Kong, dated 7th June, 1841, of Sir Henry Pottinger’s Proclamation of 
6th February, 1842, of the spirit of the Treaty of Peace between 
Great Britain and China, of the Proclamation by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, dated 6th February, 1869, and of tho practice of all civilised 
nations ; and, as a consequence, most inimical to British prestige 12 
Hong Kong and the neighbouring provinces of China, the impression 
being general, on account of the prominent part taken by Englishmen 
in the matter, that the system is connived at by the British Govern: 
ment, which is powerless to resist it.” 


He said the Chinese had been invited to trade in the colony by Sir 
Henry Pottinger, and now the proclamation declaring the port free was 
being followed up by a blockade. In 1868-9 proclamation was issued 
by the Viceroy of Canton, ordering that these revenue cruisers be 
withdrawn. They were withdrawn for about a year, but afterwards 
came back again. He believed that that proclamation was still in 
existence, and he thought the Colonial Government should be called 
upon to insist upon its being carried out. With regard to the trade of 
the Colony, he stated that the value of Chinese property had been en- 
hanced merely on account of its becoming a means of investment and 
not on account of trade. The Chinese felt that investing their money 
here was saferthan in their own country. (Applause.) ; 

Mr. Dolan seconded the resolution, which was put to the meeting, 
and carried nem. con. 

Mr. N. B. Dennys said that despite what had fallen from an honour: 
able speaker it must be admitted that the presence of some 200 mem- 
bera of the community on a working afternoon showed that either the 
public had a very real grievance or thought they had—and in either 
case it was very desirable to ventilate it. He did not intend 
touchupun the evils caused byfblockade which abler speakers had or er 
better have described. But he might observe that the point made by 


laws of the culony, to move about at their pleasure, in and out of the | a previous speaker as to the rise in native house rent by no means 
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ed a necessary gain to foreign pockets ; and it was their intcrests, 
he believed, which the meeting had.mct to discuss. He might also 
point out that though, as a previous hon. speaker had said, China had 
the right of levying lawful dutics in the way she did, it was never- 
theless a fact that Canton duties were levied by these cruisers on ves- 
sels going to other ports, say Macao or elsewhere. And the bare fact 
of cruisers being placed in such positions as they occupied, with the 
power of aqueezing, would alone justify strong protest against such 
temptation being allowed to vessels acting under a most irresponsible 
authority, with no head that we could reach. It was this intangibility 
which made the levies doubly irritating. We did not know whom to 
kick at except that vague entity,known asthe “ Chinese Government.” 
To get at that we had to get the Governor, to get the Consul, to get 
the Viceroy, to get the Hoppo, to get somebody, to get somebody else, 
to enquire about a gunboat levying illegal taxes; and in taking all 
these different steps the matter got lost sight of before anything was 
ever done. What we wanted was immediate action ; but before pro- 
posing that our Government be asked to take it, he might for a 
moment ask what was the chief obstacle! to our taking effective 
action. It was not our physical weakness. We had gunboats 
enough on the station to drive every cruiser beyond Canton. 
It was not want of sympathy on the part of the local govern- 
ment, who seemed to fully acknowledge the existence of a grievance. 
He would go further back than the Hon. Mr. Ryrie, and say it was not 
our recoguition of the revenue cruisers as men-of-war, but our unre- 
served recognition of sovereign rights on the part of China, who did 
not know how to use them in accordance with the rules of international 
courtesy. Still, we had put ourselves in this position, and anything 
we could do must start from the basis that we acknowledged China's 
right to act as she did in her own territory, and that we had at all 
events tacitly recognised her cruisers as “men-of-war.” Now there 
were three alternatives to meet the evil under these circumstances. 
The first, that of appointing an Agent or Consul in the colony who 
would grant passess, was so unpopular that it was uscless to discuss it 
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at present. The second was to place the revenue cruisers under the 
foreign inspectorate. This would secure comparative honesty of 
collection, but the fatal plan, so well pointed ont recently 


by a correspondent of the Daily Press—that the Chinese would 
persist in treating Hong Kong, Canton, and Formosa and 
Chekiang, or any other province, as a separate state for duty 
urposes would still leave the matter in a state most unfair to local 
interests. The third, and to the speaker's mind, most feasible proposi- 
tion was one which would be fair to both nations and consult their 
dignity whilo achieving the object which this meeting had in view— 
z.¢e. removing the throttling grip now maintained on our trade. Why 
then should we not insist upon China conforming to the civilised 
usage and confine her taxing boats to the immediate entrances to her 
rts, while kecping up an effective guard boat service to prevent 
Ulicit landing for smuggling purposes, but not to seize junks bound 
out? Hong Kong was only concerned about her own immediate neigh- 
bourhood, and the Chinese now only maintain such a service below the 
bogue. The speaker's primary object was to move a resolution asking 
the Government to use prompt action to do away with the blackade. 
But he thought that with this some effective suggestion should also be 
made ; and having stated what appeared to him almost the only course 
that would meet all views, while preserving the rights of Chinese 
sovereignty untouched, he begged to move the following resulution :— 

“That, as Hong Kong is entirely without internal resources, and 
absolutely dependent upon free communication, prompt and decisive 
action is required to avert the impending annihilation of her trade, 
when her revenue must speedily decline, and the island again become, 
as in former years, largely dependent upon the mother country.” 

Mr. C. M. Kerr seconded the resolution, which was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. A. F. Heard said there was one point he wished to bring forward, 
and that was the fact’that they had some cause of complaint against 
somebody, and while they might differ in detail, they were all agreed 
as to what it was. The entire population of the colony, belonging to 
almost every nationality under the sun, were represented at the meet- 

Not only were they agreed as foreigners, but strong evidence 
existed of the sympathy between them, and also that the Chinese 
residents of the colony hadthe same opinions, as shown by the fact that 
eighteen Chinese merchants had signed the petition sent home upon 
the subject ; and the fact that so many Chinamen could be induced to 
testify to the existence of a wrong on the part of their Government 
was a proof that something more than an ordinary grievance existed, 
that there was a wrong which demanded an immediate remedy, and 
that prompt measures Ishould be taken for its removal. They knew 
that strong pressure must be brought upon Chinese to induce them to 
come forward, but it was well to state this, as people at home might 
not be able to appreciate the fact. The Chinese here were either 
directly or indirectly in the hands of their officials, who had the means 
of coercing their countrymen on the mainland. He begged to 


pe That this meeting cordially sympathises with the objects of the 
petition to Her Majesty the Queen by Chinese merchants, and the 
memorial of the Chamber of Commerce to the Right Honourable the 
Earl of Clarendon, believing that the statements which they contain 
are substantially correct; and that the petition would have borne 
many more signatures, but for thejalmost universal apprehension in 
which the Hong Kong natives dwell for the safety of their families in 
China ; that this dread causes them to have an almost insuperable 
objection to testify in publtc to the unscrupulous exactions of the 
Chinese Customs and their officials.” 

This resolution was seconded and carried, 

Mr. J. J. dos Remedios proposed the following resolution :— 

“That the Chairman convey to H.E. Sir Arthur Kennedy, K.C.M.G. 
and C.B., Governor and Vice-Admiral of Hung Kong, the request of 
, shis meeting that, pending the receipt of replica from home to commu- 
nications already forwarded, his Excellency, with a view to the abate- 
ment of the evil, will have the goodness, in concert with Sir Brooke 
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Robertson, H.B.M. Consul at Canton, to bring under the notice of 
H.E. the Viceroy of the Two Kwang Provinces Jui, and the Superin- 
tendent of Maritime Customs for Kwantung, the outrageous and 
defiant manner in which H.E. the Viceroy’s Proclamation of 6th 
February, 1869, is disregarded, with the object of obtaining the issue 
of a fresh proclamation on the subject, and also take such steps in 
connection with Admiral Shadwell, C.B., F.R.S., as may be necessary 
for the extirpation of these nests of pirates from the Inland seas and 
the immediate and final closing of the Hoppo’s Agency opened in 
Hong Kong for the collection of imposts and issue of passes for the 
Harbour gates.” 

This was seconded by Mr. Jenson, and carried. 

Hon. R. Rowett said that what had taken place at the meeting 
would not only show that a unanimity had prevailed with respect to 
the resolutions jwhich had been passed, but that there was a strong 
feeling on the part of the public on the subject of the Blockade. He 
therefore begged to propose the following resolution :— 

“That the Chairman of this meeting do forward these Resolutions to 

the Honorable Colonial Secretary, asking that his Excellency the Go- 
vernor will have the goodness to transmit a copy of the same to the 
Right Honorable the Secretary of State for the Colonies, with the 
earnest request of this meeting, that Her Majesty's} Government, who 
are alone competent to deal effectually and permanently with the case, 
will take euch steps as may be necessary to secure the promised freedom 
of the Port and Harbour of Hong Kong.” 
He had not intended to say any more, but the remarks which had 
fallen from some of the speakers should not be allowed to pass without 
notice. In the first place, the gentleman who had now left’ the room 
spoke of the increase of the value of the property in Hung Kong. 
This was only true to a certain extent. Chinese property in 
the West end of tho town had no doubt advanced in value, 
and this was very much owing to trade being so bad that people 
having money put it into houses and land. The property occupied by 
Europeans would, however, tell a very different tale, for if the pro- 
prietor of any of them wished to sell he would get lesa than he gave 
for his property. Perhaps the gentleman to whom he had just re- 
ferred could give a very sorry account of some very valuable pro- 
perty under his charge. The value of Chinese property had not only 
iucrensed in this colony, but had also increased at Macao. Now that 
gentleman, who basud his idea of the state of trade on the value of 
property, would scarcely say that that was the case of Macao. He 
knew certainly that, the value of many houses there had increased of 
late years, because the Chinese were ready to buy property to place 
their relations where they would be out of the power of squeezing 
Mandarins. The samo thing applied exactly to Hong Kong. China 
contained two classer, the governors and the governed. The one class 
squeezes and the other is squeezed, and the richer the subject the 
more certain was he to be so. Many of the people who come to Hong 
Kong dé not want trade, but desire peace and security ; and they 
find under the governments of Hong Kong and Macao that their 
liberties are secured. Another speaker had referred to the proposition 
of stationing a Chinese Consul at Hong Kong. That proposition was 
unmediately opposed by one of the wisest men we had ever had in 
Hong Kong, Sir Richard MacDonnell, who pointed out to the Home 
Government the troubles that must ensue from a Chinese Consul being 
recognised in Hong Kong. Such an official would at once represert a 
power in the place. He would govern the Chinese, and as they did 
not understand all the details of English law, they would at once sub- 
mit themselves to his dictates. A Consul was an official accredited to 
a foreign port to be in friendly relationa with the authorities there, and 
to act as mediator in case of dispute between the subjects of the Power 
he represents and those among whom he resides. That hethcught could 
never be the case of a Chinese Consul in Hong Kong. There would be 
little friendly relations manifested by him. He would simply bea spy, 
and as a local poet had said, “his name might be <Asee.” Ho 
would in fact}be an enemy to the Government of this place. As re- 
garded the blockade, ho did not think any one here objected to tho 
Chinese catching smugglers and preventing smuggling. But where 
did the smuggling begin? Certainly not in these waters. There was 
no Custom-house here to evade. Why should those people come here 
and watch the junks that are being loaded? They are not here in 
that capacity. The Customs’ cruisers, which arc recognised by the 
Colonial Government as men-of-war, were not men-of-war atall. He 
was not aware that in any other country in the world Customs’ cruisers 
were received as men-of-war, and he did not see why they should be 
here. The Government of Hong Kong might be exceptionally placed, 
but he thought that was a reason why the authorities should take ex- 
ceptional care to preserve our trade. (Applause.) 

Mr. 8. D. Sassoon seconded the resolution, which was passed. 

Mr. M. W. Boyd then proposed the next resolution, as follows :— 

“That the Chairman do forward copies of these resolutions and of 
the proceedings at this meeting to the several Chambers of Commerce 
at Home, to Members of Parliament and others, with the request that 
in the general interests of the China Trade they will exert themselves 
to obtain for Hong Kong a restitution of the Commercial privileges 
granted by Royal Proclamation on the erection of the Colony.” 

Mr. H. L. Dalrymple seconded it, and it was passed. 

The Chairman then said if any other gentleman had any remarks to 
make, or anything to propose, he had now an opportunity of doing so. 
He congratulated the community of Hong Kong on the interest which 
had been manifested on a subject which !materially concerned them, 
and he trusted that the meeting would be productive of good results. 

Mr. Coughtrie proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, which was 
heartily accorded, and the meeting then separated 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 4th 
October ; the French mail from London Aug. 26th arrived out 
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fon the 28th Sept., and the following P. and O. mail of 4th Sept. 
was received on the 3rd October. The following summary of 
news is from the Straits Times :— 


His Excellency the Governor, accompanied by the Hon. Mr. 
Braddell and W. H. Read, Esq., left in H.M.S. Charybdis, at- 
tended by the gunboats Hart and Avon, for the Indau river, the 
boundary between Johore and Pahang. It had been reported 
that the Bandahara of Pahang had encroached upon the territory 
of the Maharajah of Johore, in contravention of an award by 
Governor Cavenagh, to whom the boundary question was re- 
ferred for arbitration ; but the matter resolved itself into a quar- 
rel between the headmen on opposite sides of the river, owing to 
which two murders had been committed. His Excellency also 
visited the Bandahara at Pahang, who received him most hospi- 
tably, expressed his desire to maintain friendly relations with 
the Maharajah of Johore, and declared his intention of visiting 
his Excellency at Singapore at his earliest convenience. 

At the Legislative Council on the 15th September his Excel- 
lency Sir Andrew Clarke explained his past action and his policy 
in dealing with the Native States, and asked for the support of 
the Council. His Excellency’s speech will no doubt take our 
home readers by surprise, as it did people here, by its forcible 
statement of the past and present political situation in the Penin- 
sula, and the enlightened policy it so clearly defines, a policy that 
it is manifestly our duty, as a British colony in the midst of un- 
civilised Native States, to pursue towards them ; to teach them 
the arts of self-government, and to aid them in the establishment 
of peace and order and the development of their almost unli- 
mited resources. Such was the desire of Sir Stamford Raffles, 
the founder of this Settlement, and if the policy now inaugurated 
be steadfastly adhered to, we may hope for its realisation. 

The Legislative Council met on the 29th—the only meeting 
during the fortnight,—when the Hon. W. R. Scott, calling at- 
tention to further correspondence laid on the table on the subject 
of the New Harbour Railway, asked what steps the Government 
was prepared to take towards carrying out the recommendations 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and argued that Go- 
yvernment was committed to undertake the work. He was sup- 
ported by the Hon. Mr. Shelford, who spoke very ably on the 
subject, aud was ‘opposed by the Hon. Dr. Little, who argued with 
much force against the necessity for a railway at all. H.E 
the Governor replied that press of weightier matters had pre- 
vented him from giving this subject the attention it deserved, 
but that personally his views were opposed to the construction 
of the railway by Government, it being merely a munici 
work in Singapore, for the benefit of only a very small section 
of the community, while there were other works of greater im- 
portance and more general utility more urgently requiring atten- 
tion. Encouragement would, however, be given to private en- 
terprise, and possibly Government aid in the shape of a guarantee 
in the event of a company coming forward to continue the line 
to Johore. 


The Sarawak Gazette reports the following :— 


The British barque Cora Linn, Capt. Glazebrook, left the 
Borneo Company’s wharf at Pinding, and sailed for London with 
a full cargo. Trade in Kuching has been unusually active during 
the last month; we noticed in the river at one time three 
steamers, namely, the Royalist, Sri Sarawak, and the Sultee ; also 
a full-rigged ship and some ten or fifteen schooners, all of which 
have since cleared with full cargoes. The Sultee is a fine ship, 
and is usually employed in carr tee mails from Saigon to Cam- 
bodia. She left the river with a full cargo of 6,000 piculs of 
sago flour iu her hold, while her deck was piled up with rattans 
nearly to the awning. 


THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

From the Military and Civil Commmanding Officer at Atchin 
the following intelligence has been received via Padang, dated 
the 13th Sept.—lIst. Sept. The steamer Watergeus returned with 
intelligence that the Netherlands flag was hoisted at Patti on the 
28th, and at Kluwang on the 3lst Aug.—7thJSept. A battery 
on the east face of the Kraton completed, and armed with two 
Sem. cannon. sth Sept.—The attacks announced did not take 
place, although the enemy were very restless, to-day. 13th Sept. 
Enjung, on the north coast, has hoisted the flag ; state of health 
unchanged.” 

The Batavia Handelsblad publishes some extracts regarding 
Atchin affairs from the Colonial Report for 1874, lately made 
public in Holland ; one of these extracts bears upon the letter 
from the British Government to the Sultan of Atchin conveyed 
to the latter place in the Thalia. It is stated therein that the 
Straits Government intended at first to despatch this letter by 
a Dutch man-of-war, but gave up the idea on its being pointed 
out that this would give rise to misconceptions. As to the de- 
livery of the letter, the Report says :-—It was not until hostili- 
ties were again in full course that the Zhalic arrived with it in 
Atchin roadstead. The commanding officer of the 2nd expedi- 
tion agreed with the coumander of the 7halia for its conveyance 
tothe enemy’s camp by an Arab. The latter afterwards brought 
word that the Sultan, after having read the letter, declared that 
he did not remember having addressed any application for pro- 
tection to the British. ©

Canton.—Lead was firmly held, and for LB $8.30 to $8.35 and WB 
$8.35 to $8.40 could be obtained. Quicksilver was quoted $200 to 
$201 per picul. 

SrNGAPORE.—The dulness in the market recently noticed had con- 
tinued, and any change in values had been in favour of buyers, while 
business had been on a small scale. 

Prenana.—The market during the fortnight had been exceedingly 
depressed and business had hardly beenjpracticable, even on the most 
retail scale. 


EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

Kriukrane.—Black : The equivalent of 5,456 chests had arrived, and 
1,100 chests been settled at Tls. 19 for Hohow and Tle. 14.2.5 to 17.7.5 
for Ninchows. Total arrivals, 172,146 chests. Green: Fifty-four chops, 
say, 18,910 half-chest, had gone to Shanghai on native account. e 
excess in export was partly accounted for by adverse weather de- 
taining last year’s arrivals. Total arrivals, 58,200 half-cheats. 

Hanxow.—A fair business had been transacted at unchanged values. 
Buying had been principally on Russian account. 

AmMOoY AND TamsvI.—Oolongs had been considerably dealt in, and 
statistics were—Arrivals 147,600 half-chests, settlements 107,800 half- 
chests and stock 39,800 half-chests. With the reduction in stock, 
Teamen had in many instances demanded and obtained an advance of 
$2 to 3 per picul, but at the close the market was quict and weak. 
The steamer Glenfinlas was loading for New York at £5 per ton of 40 
feet, and the s.s. Galley of Lorne was expected for the same destina- 
tion. Latest advices from Tamsui report a steady business at about 
previous quotations. 

Foocnow.—A_ steady demand had existed for Congous, and the 
settlements of these and Souchong Teas had been upwards of 74,000 
chests ; prices had had an. upward tendency and ordinary to good 
flavoury grades, were quoted atael higher. A fine string of Oo- 
loongs had been taken for the American market but the price paid had 
not been reported. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says: During the fortnight 
there has been more eagerness displayed to be interested in Tea than 
for some time previously. Holders have become very firm, and demand 
adyanced rates, in view of the extensive purchases of raw leaf made 
for the preparation of Teas under contract, and now there is little 
available pending the arrival of further supplies. 


SILK. 

SHancHal.—Towards the close of last P. and O. mail an advance of 
Tls. 5 on Red Peacocks was paid, which encouraged {the Chinese to 
look for higher rates ; and a brisk inquiry having since been kept up, 
had led to an advance in values generally on Tsatlees of fully Tis. 20 
on market sorts, and Tls. 10 to 15 on known chops. The latest sales 
comprise :—Gold Lion, Nos. 1 and 2, at Tls. 370 and Tis. 350 ; Dragon, 
Nos. 3 and 34, at Tis. 380 and 355 ; Chin Jan, at Tls. 3374 ; Cock and 
Worm, Nos. 3, 34, and 4, at Tls. 3824, Tls. 3574 and Tls.325; and Mon- 
ster chops, Kahings, at Tls. 305 for Pangling, and Tls. 275 for Loeyling. 
Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas, 7,500 bales. Total settlements 
since lst June, 39,000 bales; against 1873-4, 27,500 bales ; 1872-3, 
33,500 bales. Comparative unsold stock, 1874, 12,000 bales ; 1878, 
8,500 bales ; 1872, 8,000 bales. 

CanTon.—Messrs. Deacon’s Circular says :—In spite of the continued 
adverse accounts of the market, a fair demand exi here prior to de- 
parture of last French mail, and settlements, chiefly destined, for 
France and the Continent, amounted to 280 bales. During the last 
week only 140 bales are said to have been purchased. Fine Tsatlees 
are very scarce, and as the fourth yield isa failure, as f ar as clean 
thread and general quality are concerned, there is little prospect of a 
decline in rates. Receipts have been nearly on a par with settlements, 
and stocks remain at about 2,500 bales. 


Tae “Crry or Pexin.”—A cable despatch received at New York, 
Oct. 26, from Rio Janeiro, says the steamer City of Pekin, when one day 
out from New York for San Francisco, lost one of the blades of her 
propeller, and on the twelfth day out lost another blade. She put 
into Rio on the 19th ult., otherwise all well. She was supplied with 
duplicate blades, and also a cofferdam to use in replacing her blades, 
and she may possibly be detained there from ten to fifteen days. She 
left Sandy Hook on Monday, Sept. 28, at 8.45 a.m., and with the los 
of the blades, as above, made the run to Rio, over 5,000 miles, in about 
twenty days. The steamers City of Pekin and City of Tokio are each 
insured for $750,000 in gold.

OUR NAVAL AND MILITARY FORCES IN CHINA. 
In our last issue we made a few brief remarks on the 
subject of our naval forces in China, and this matter, at 
all times an important one, is of such grave moment in 
the existing condition of affairs in the Far East that we 
make no apology for recurring to it at the earliest possible 
opportunity, for we cannot too earnestly impress upon the 
authorities the necessity for the immediate and careful 
consideration of it. We have already mentioned that on 
a recent occasion, when vessels of war would have been 
extremely useful, Hong Kong could boast of but one gun- 
boat lying in its waters, and on referring to a shipping 
list of about the same period we learn that the men-of-war 
lying at Shanghai were the U.S. corvette MJonocacy (1,370 
tons, ten guns, and 155 men), the French corvette 
D’Estrées (750 tons, six guns, and 150 men), and the 
British gunboat Thistle (465 tons, four guns, and seventy- 
three men). Thus we find that at the two most important 
depots of our trade in the East, and at asomewhat critical 
period, too, the British flag was represented by a couple of 
gunboats. We can only suppose that the naval Com- 
mander-in-Chief does not feel himself justified in detaching 
more vessels for the protection of those ports, but we sub- 
mit that this ought not to be the case, and that the num- 
ber of vessels at his disposal ought at once to be so 
strengthened as to enable him to maintain both at Hong 
Kong and at Shanghai a force adequate to cope suc- 
cessfully with any eventuality that may arise. Fur. 
thermore, at any rate until the difficulty between 
China and Japan is finally settled, each of the Consular 
ports on the seaboard of China ought to be protected by 
the presence of one or more vessels of war, and at all times 
our flag ought to be well and efficiently represented on the 
Great River, where the three British communities occupy 
a peculiarly isolated and helpless position. The force 
which we deem to be necessary on the China station is 
required not only for purposes of protection in cases of 
emergency, but also to repress piracy, to keep our own 
mauvais sujets in order, and to maintain our prestige gene- 
rally. Of late years far too little heed has been given to 
these matters, and, thanks to the wretched cheese-paring 
licy of the late Government, our countrymen in the Far 

t have had to be grateful for very small mercies indeed, 
but now, under a new Administration, we hope for better 
things on their behalf. And in this connection, being fully 
impressed with the desirability of our always having a 
powerful fleet in the China seas, as the only means of pro- 
tecting British life and property, we would urge upon the 
Government the advisability of withdrawing the military 
force now maintained at Hong Kong, and of concentrating 
the whole of our expenditure for naval and military 
purposes in China upon our naval forces alone. We have 
weighed the matter well, and we cannot perceive that any 
advantage at all accrues to us from maintaining, at a vast 
expense, a regiment of the line at Hong Kong, while the 
disadvantages of so doing are painfully obvious. The 
maintenance of a garrison there in the early days of our 
possession of the island was, doubtless, a wise measure, but 
the condition of affairs is now entirely altered. The pre- 
sence of the garrison is no longer required for the local 
government of Hong Kong, and it is a great injustice to 
impose on the colony a contribution of £20,000 per annum 
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for a force kept there for Imperial purposes. In the 
absence of any real work the intemperance and immorality, 
which are but too widely prevalent among the soldiers, 
are a standing disgrace to civilisation, and tend to degrade 
us in the eyes of the Chinese. 

From official statistics we find that there are 847 non- 
commissioned officers and men of the 80th Regiment in 
the colony, and it is notorious that the Hong Kong jail has 
at times no less than forty soldiers confined within its 
walls ; that is to say, one man out of every twenty-one is 
locked up at one and the same time for some offence against 
the laws! The Army Education return shows that out of 
these 847 non-commissioned officers and men only 223 held 
certificates of any kind, and those principally of the lower 
grades, and the issues from the garrison library during 
1873 show a decrease of more than fifty per cent. ; both 
these facts clearly demonstrate that there is a sad lack of 
desire for healthy mental recreation among the troops, and 
as they must do something, they yield themselves up to 
vices fostered by the climate. The sooner these men are 
permanently withdrawn the better ; they are of no earthly 
use in their present position, and they are simply ruining 
their constitutions, and bringing the names of Britons into 
bad repute. It would be wise to maintain at Hong Kong 
a small number of men from the Engineers and Artillery 
—under specially chosen officers. Troops of the line and 
a regular garrison are utterly useless—nay, worse tkan 
useless,—for Imperial and local purposes, and the money 
at present expended on their maintenance would be far 
more cefficaciously spent on increasing our naval force on 
the station, and the £20,000 which would be at the dis- 
posal of the local Government could be expended on the 
police to far better advantage. If any trouble takes place 
at Canton or elsewhere, what do we do ? and of what prac- 
tical use is the garrison of Hong Kong? We need hardly 
tell our readers that what has been facetiously styled in 
the home newspapers ‘the inevitable gunboat,” with its 
small complement of blue-jackets and marines, is sent to 
settle the disturbance, but the Hong Kong garrison stops 
at home, and goes through its routine drill as usual. 





THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

“GENERAL VAN SWIETEN has written a letter ’”— 
grandis et verbose epistola—and in that letter he assures 
us that the military object of the second Atchin expedi- 
tion ‘has been completely accomplished.” The Kraton 
has been captured and fortified, with a view to the subjection 
of the country. That the Kraton has long been in the 
possession of a Dutch garrison we do remember to have 
seen somewhere stated already, so that except to remove 
doubts among his own countrymen, General VAN SWIETEN 
need not have taken the trouble to inform the world on 
that score. But that the reduction of a single fortress on 
the Atchinese Coasts was the complete object which the 
second expedition had in contemplation we confess is 
news to us; and we cannot but hold that if this object has 
been so “completely” accomplished, the authorities at the 
Hague dealt but hardly with their late Commander-in- 
Chief when they superseded him. The fact is, that what 
the Dutch meant when they sent forth their deliberately- 
equipped and carefully-prepared forces against the Atchinese 
last year was effectually to subjugate that nation, if they 
could. They were not as successful as they hoped to be, 
and as, with a little more dash and military skill, they 
doubtless might have been; but no Ministerial declarations, 
no Parliamentary or newspaper eulogiums, no, not even a 
letter from General VAN SWIETEN, will ever convince us 
that Holland would not have pushed her victories further 
if she only had had the power. VAN SWIETEN, indeed, 
lets this out himself when he describes the Kraton as 
having bzen occupied “ with a view to the subjection of 
the country.” General VAN SWIETEN is not.the greatest 
military genius of the age—some unfriendly critics even 
refuse to allow his claims to the second place—but when 
we consider that modern artillery and appliances were 
arrayed against ill-equipped and _ ill-disciplined Asiatics, 
and that the Dutch had command of the sea, and a con- 
venient base of operations, we certainly expected to have 
seen their General accomplish more than the occupation of 
an already abandoned fort, and that when he found his re- 
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sults so meagre he would have wisely abstained from 
courting criticism by publishing a weak apology for his 
want of success. 

But if, turning from Dutch party politics and newspaper 
campaigns at home, we cast our eyes towards the theatre of 
the lingering war, we find our efforts to discover the real 

osition between the contending parties as fruitless as VAN 
SWWIETEN’S triumphs. The world has almost forgotten the 
Atchinese and their difficulties ; and henee the news sup- 
plied us from the neighbourhood of the war has become 
more scanty and unfrequent from month to month. This 
much, however, seems certain, that the chieftains who 
formerly supported Atchin, but whose territories are acces- 
sible from the coast, have one by one come to terms with 
the Dutch, and made an unwilling and untrustworthy sub- 
mission. But inland, in the mountainous districts, over, In 
fact, by far the greater portion of the Atchinese dominions, 
the native populations seem to be still wholly unsubdued. 
We do not know where the main body of the Malay forces 
are, nor whether they are well armed, and in unbroken 
health and spirits. In the absence therefore of such essential 
information, it would be mere rashness to hazard con- 
jectures as to the probable termination of hostilities, or as 
to what we may expect when the rains are at an end. 

The Dutch make no signs of sending out reinforcements ; 
and perhaps they hope, therefore, that the Atchinese— 
for lack of rice—will soon be starved into submission. If 
this result is likely, peace will be re-established at less 
pecuniary outlay than the resumption of active hostilities 
would involve. But unless the Netherlands Government 
have good reason for knowing that want of supplies will 
quickly bring their enemy to terms, we cannot but blame 
them for pursuing a line of action—or rather inaction— 
the most expensive to themselves in the long run, the 
most cruel to the native population, and the most in- 
jurious to trade. “The incorporation of the country,” 
says General VAN SwirTEN, “will lead to the civil- 
ising of the Atchinese.” Perhaps it will—though the 
example furnished by Java does not inspire us with com- 
plete confidence in Dutch civilisation—but if that is the 
desirable end in view, “incorporate” the country with- 
out inhumane and mischievous delays. The Atchinese 
are doomed: sooner or later they must come under the 
rule of Holland; but the hesitating policy of the Dutch 
military leaders is only encouraging their unfortunate ene- 
mies in prolonging the resistance, and involves all the non- 
combatant inhabitants in the miseries of a needlessly-pro- 
‘tracted war. The ends of civilisation are best attained by 
quick decisive blows, which close the strife at once, before 
war has become chronic, and before a deep-rooted rankling 
hostility has had time to grow up. As the case now stands, 
there seems to be a sort of dead-lock, most detrimental to 
all parties who have an interest in the affairs of Atchin. 
The Dutch are spending money to maintain a small body 
of troops in an unhealthy fortress and gunboats along the 
coast, Without any return for their outlay ; the Atchinese 
are kept at bay in the mountains to the utter neglect of 
cultivation and trade ; while the foreigners in Penang and 
elsewhere who used to buy the Sumatran pepper and dis- 
tribute it all over the world find their profits cut off, 
their agents and cmploy’s thrown out of work, and their 
useful occupation stopped. And yet General VAN SWIETEN 
writes to inform the public that “ there has been no dis- 
appointment !” 





A LATE return from Hong Kong gives the number of 
persons in the jails at 270 Chinese, and fifty-seven Euro- 
peans, mostly soldiers of the Hong Kong garrison. This 
is a very large reduction on the numbers committed in 
former years, and speaks well for the precautionary steps 
taken by the Government and the wisdom of the magistrates 
in disposing of cases brought before them. Considering 
that the Chinese population of Hong Kong is over 100 000, 
the proportion of criminals is more apparent. We know 
quite well that the capacity of the Chinese to commit acts 
of robhery and piracy is limited only by the chances of 
detection and punishment. No doubt this class has had 
Jaree accessions since the abclition of the Macao coolie 
trade to Peru and Cuba. The reduction is really more sur- 
prs tous when we remember a visit that we made to these 

uildings in 1869, and found them so admirably clean and 
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comfortable that they far surpassed in comfort any coolie’ 
mat shed, and it was quite feasible that many a half naked 
and hungry coolic would only be too glad to get into such 
quarters. Should the decrease in the number of prisoners 
continue we presume that the jail on “ Stonecutters’ Island,” 
in the harbour of Hong Kong, will be abandoned or turned 
to some more profitable use. 


THE preliminary steps for the formation of a society to 
oppose the opium traffic have been taken. The old spirit 
of philanthropy which existed in the days of WILBERFORCE 
may have been slumbering of late, but it is far from dead, 
and the opportunity to show itself with all the old force is 
presented by this 1: .vement now on foot against the opium 
trade. We notice in connection with the movement the 
names of Enpwarp PEASE, JOSEPH SturGE, DoNxatp 
MATHESON, General ALEXANDER, Dr. LOCKHART, and 
Rey. JaMES LEGGE; while the Secretary is the Rev. F. 
S. TURNER, late of Hong Kong. 

IN our Jast issue we reported that the Egeria, a sloop of 
four guns, had been commissioned for the China station. 
We have now to notice that the Fly, a gunboat of four 
guns, is to be brought forward for the same station. We 
trust that the Lords of the Admiralty will see the advisa- 
bility of giving all vessels appointed to the China station 
an increased complement of marines. 





It will be seen by reference to the telegrams that our 
views regarding the probable scttlement of the Formosa 
difficulty have been confirmed. There will be no war. 
The sum of 500,000 taels is to be paid by China upon the 
understanding that the Japanese troops are withdrawn 
from Formosa. 





His Excellency SANo, the Japanese Minister at Vienna, 
with Baron VON SIEBOLD and suite, proceed by the present 
mail. We understand that H.E. SAMESHIMA, the Minister 
in Paris, will shortly return to Japan. The new German 
Minister for Japan also procceds to Yedo. 

WE understand that the Borneo Company have sent 
out an engineer and ‘staff to the coal mines at Lingga, 
in Borneo, in order to make a thorough examination as to 
their capahilitics. In the meantime the P. and O. Com- 
pany are testing the coal for steam purposes.

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MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY IN AUSTRIA. 

Austria has been making progress in many branches, but as yet the 
quality of the work she turns out has scarcely kept pace with the in- 
crease in its quantity. One advantage she has, or believes she has. 
Her work and materials are at least what they profess to be, although 
in texture and finish they may be somewhat inferior. Such as their 
work is, they think it should suit Orientals, especially if they can afford 
to undersell their competitors. They believe that the Eastern export 
trade—that of China, for instance—‘s susceptible of great development, 
and they believe, too, that designers in some of these semi-Oriental pro- 
vinces can better understand and provide for Oriental tastes than the 
weavers and spinners of Lancashire or New England. Looking at it 
from that point of view, the Exhibition they have just opened ought to 
be of great advantage to Austrians anxious for practical information. 
They will learn exactly what are the wants, tastes, and means of pro- 
bable customers. By examining the samples of Eastern manufactures 
that will be shown, they may obtain frequent hints which their superior 
intelligence will improve upon. We have adverted to China, and we 
may take it as an example, both because of the almost boundless 
extent of a field which, as yet, has been but little exploité, and because, 
as we understand, the Chinese collection that is exhibited now is the 
same we had an opportunity of examining last year. That collection 
was formed by the Chinese Government in answer to a request of 
the Austro-Hungarian Minister, and information with regard to it was 
freely given by European employés in tha service of China. It was 
made up of contributions of exports from fourteen ports ; while Shanghai, 
which is the principal of them so far as foreign imports are concerned, 
showed a complete collection of imports as well. There you might 
inspect the piece goods that were most generally in demand; and 
you learned, by application to European officials in the Chincse 
Custom service, all about the classes of customers who bought them. The 
Chinese wear more clothes than the natives of British India, the average 
temperature of the Empire being lower and the winters being rigorous 
in some of the provinces. Butit is the well-to-do part of the population 
who have hitherto been the largest buyers of foreign goods ; the peasants 
and farmers generally raising cotton of their own, and either spinning 
garments for themselves or bartering the raw produce for them with their 
neighbours. Still, as the demand for forcign goods is increasing every 
year, it is assumed that the people are gradually being won from that 
primitive system by the superior attractions of foreign novelties. Hemp, 
again, is as much a staple article of cultivation in China as in Austria, 
but Chinese hemp is so decidedly inferior that it might remunerate the 
Austrians to export for finer purposes. We might go on multiplying 
details and illustrations : we might run in the same way over the col- 
lections exhibited by other Eastern countries, and especially by 
Austria’s Ottoman neighbours on the Danube. We might dwell on 
that picturesque side of the show, which the general public will be 
most apt to appreciate ; on the unfamiliar articles that are applied to 
the oddest and most unlikely purposes ; on the curious specimens of 
arts that have flourished from time immemorial, often triumphs of 

atience, skill, and ingenuity, and especially profitable as studies for the 

lennese, who are themselves ce’ebrated for their ornamental and 
decorative manufactures. But perhaps we have said sufficient to in- 
dicate the value and purpose of the exhibition. 


THE AUSTRALIAN MAII SERVICE. 
In a letter to The Times “ An Australian Merchant,” referring to some 
complimentary remarks made by a Victoria correspondent of that

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journal upon the efficiency of the P. and O. service, says :—“ However 
much pleased Victoria may be with the excellent and regular conduct 

; of her mail service, it is unfortunate that at the moment New South 

; Wales correspondents have reason to be singularly dissatisfied with the 
P. and O. Company’s performance this month. For instance, the mails 
from Sydney vid San Francisco (and carried by a colonial steamer be- 
longing to the Australasian Steam Navigation Company) left Sydney on 
the 29th of August, and were delivered in London on the 17th of 
October, in forty-eight clear days. The mails e’é Suez and Brindisi by 
the P. and O. Company, left Sydney on the 4th September, and a very 
small portion arrived in London on the 26th of October, in fifty-one 
clear days, or three days over the San Francisco time. But the great 
cause of complaint is, that although the Victoria and South Australian 
letters were delivered in London on the 26th of October, the bulk of 
the New South Wales mails marked vié@ Brindisi (and for which the 
extra postage had been paid) was only delivered this morning, Novem- 
ber 2, say in fifty-eight days, having from some yet unexplained reason 
been carried to Southampton instead of being forwarded vid Brindisi. 
The inconvenience to the‘commercial community has been very great, as, 
had these letters been delivered on the 26th, in the usual course, they 
could have been replied to by the outward mail on Friday last, whereas 
now there will be a delay of some weeks. 


This letter is answered by Mr. Bethune, the Company’s secretary, 
who explains that since New South Wales discontinued contributing to 
the subsidy for the Suez service the Company's mail steamers have 
ceased running to Sydney, and the letters have been forwarded bya 
trading steamer between Sydney and Melbourne. “It would be 
scarcely reasonable,” says Mr. Bethune, “to expect, as your corre 
spondent scems to do, that letters conveyed in this way should be de 
livered as quickly as by the subsidised San Francisco route, yet on re 
ference I find that it is so, the time from Sydney ria Suez being fifty 
days, while hitherto the average via San Francisco has becn fifty-four 
days, the delivery in forty-cight days, which has just been accom- 
plished, being quite an exception.” The second ground of complaiut by 
‘An Australian Merchant” is attributable, in Mr. Bethune’s opinion, 
to the carelessness of the Post-office authorities at the Antipodes. 











Monetary and Commercial, 





In reference to the discussion on the damaged tea brought over 
as ballast by the Gordon Custle from Lisbon, we have ascertained 
that the purchaser is bound by Messrs. Skinner and Co., the 
owners, not to dispose of it for consumption in the United King 
dom. It now lies at the Docks, awaiting ultimate disposal. It 
is to be regretted that the Dock Company and Customs did not 
prohibit the landing of this rubbish, and have ordered it to be 
condemned and destroyed; but it isso well looked after that there 
is no fear of its coming into consumption. 


Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India were received on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £441,800, average rate 1s. 10}d.; and to Bombay 
£58,200, average rate 1s. 10}d. Tenders on all Presidencies at 
1s. 10}d. will receive about 21 per cent. These results show an 
increased demand for remittances to the East. 

The directors of the Hong Kong and China Gas Company 
(Limited) have declared an interim dividend for the six months 
ending 30th June at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, free of 
income-tax. 

On the 4th inst. the Marquis of Salisbury received a deputa- 
tion, consisting of several leading Manchester merchants and 
others interested in the trade of India, who urged the repeal of 
duties on cotton yarns and goods imported into India from this 
country. After hearing the arguments of the deputation the 
Secretary of State for India admitted that theoretically the duties 
could not be justified, but as they brought in £800,000 a year, 
and as it was not possible to obtain that amount from other 
sources, they must be maintained for the present. His lordship 
stated, however, that it was hoped the impost would eventually 
be abolished, telling the deputation nevertheless that it was not 
the first on the list to be struck off, as reform was more urgently 
required in other quarters. 


The Eastern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for the 
month of October amounted to £32,853, against £29,229 in the 
corresponding period of 1873 ; and those of the Eastern Exten- 
sion, Australasia, and China Telegraph Company (Limited) for 
the month amounted to £16,584, against £17,586 for the corres- 
ponding period of 1873.

During the past few days the market has ruled extremely quiet, at 
no change in prices except for common red leafs at 11d. to 1s. 1d. per 
lb., which show good value, and must be losing at least 5 per cent. to 
importers. Medium to fine quality tea is running into small com- 
pass, and there is a very good prospect for these classes to admit 
of a material advance when buyers realise the small quantity to 
meet the requirements to next July ; for though Indian leaf has been 
arriving freely of late, there is a marked scarcity of the kinds at 1s. 8d. 
to 1s. 1ld., the bulk running into the value cf 2s. to 2s. 3d. per Ib. 
The following figures give details of supplies to 31st Dec. next, and it 
will be seen that during the next two months very heavy imports are 
due. After, however, deliveries will overtake supplies, and during the 
spring months the stock will be run down to an unusually low point. 
It is, therefore, clearly to the interest of importers not to force off 
their teas to a loss.

SILK. 

Messrs. Durant and Co.’s Circular says:—The past month com- 
menced and ended with public sales, with large business in all classes 
of Silk in the intervening period—considerable speculative buying no 
doubt, but consumers also supplying themselves freely. During the 
whole month the course of prices was continually upward, culminating 
in an advance upon the lowest moment of August of 2s. upon the lowest 
classes, with 1s. to 1s. 6d. upon the medium and 6d. to 1s. upon the 
highest. The market during the last few days has been comparatively 
quiet, but we have no change of quotations. In Japan und Canton 
Silk the stocks are smaller than for the last three or four years. 

Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co. report that since the public sales 
last week the general market has become quieter, but without any 
alteration in prices. It is not surprising, however, that buyers should 
now pause after their large purchases of the last two months, continued 
as they have been uninterruptedly. Canton Silk is in demand at 12s. 
for No. 4 Tsatlees, but so little of this silk has arrived this season that 
business has been restricted in consequence ; the arrivals of “curio” 
Loong Kongs, which have been especially good, have been readily 
taken at full rates. Japan Silk is quiet.
